The story of last year's race is more 


‘familiar. An elimination race was run 


for the supposed purpose of selecting 
the American team. This was around 
four laps of a 28.3-mile circuit, and at 
the end of the race Bert Dingley in a 
60-horse-power Pope-Toledo was first. 
followed by Joseph Tracy in a 90 
horse-power Locomobile, Robert Jar- 
dine in a 40-horse-power Royal, Frank 
Nutt in a 60-horse-power Haynes, and 
Montague Roberts in a 60-horse-power 
Thomas. Dingle, made an average 
speed of fifty-seven miles an hour, four 
miles an hour better than the speed 
— Heath, cup winner of the year be- 
ore. 

Shortly after the race the ap com- 
mission met and threw out the cars 
that finished third, fourth and fifth. 
substituting therefor cars which had 
broken down in the race. This they 
did on the ground that the cars were 
in reality faster—preferring possible 
but unreliable speed to proven relia- 
bility. at their judgment was badly 
at fault the results amply proved. 

The team as selected by the commis- 
sion was composed of Dingley and the 
Pope, Tracy and the Locomobile, Her- 
bert Lytle in a 75-horde-power Pope- 
Toledo, Walter C. White In a 40-horse- 
powef White steamer, and the 60- 
horse-power front-drive Christie, pi- 
loted in the elimination by George 
Robertson and in the Vanderbilt by 
Walter Christie. 

The second Vanderbilt Cup race was 
distinguished for several things—that 
an American car beat all except two 
French cars; that Ahe daring Lancia 
made the greatest/ drive ever seen, 
reeling off su ve circuits at sev- 
enty-two miles an hour, until laid up 
by a collision with Christie, and even 
then got fourth place; and that 100,000 
spectators saw the race. 

August Hemery, driving the lightest 
car entered, an %-horse-power Dar- 
racq, won the race in h., 36m., and 8s. 


miles each, giving Hemery an average 
speed of 61.5 miles an hour. Losing 
the race by three and a half minutes, 
George Heath, winner of the year be- 
fore, was second in his 120-horse-power 
Panhard 


Joseph Tracy endeared himself to the 
American public by finishing third. 
placing America second by countries, 
ahead of Germany and Italy. Dingiey. 
winner of the elimination trials. 
cracked a cylindeg on the third lap. 
walked a mile and a half for a saw. 
cut the water pipe off the cylinder and 
went ahead on three, being on the 
sixth lap when the race was — off. 
Christie all kinds of trouble, star- 
ing twenty-five minutes late, and hav- 
ing both tire and engine trouble until 
he was put out by the collision with 
Lancia. 

Lytie in the big Pope, hit a New- 
toundland dog in the second lap. which 
damaged his steering gear badly. He 
had various minor mishaps until in the 
fifth round the damaged steering gear 
locked, and he plunged through a fence 
at Lakeville. Walter White in the 
White steamer had more than his 
share of tire troubles, and also broke 
a cylinder head. He stuck to it and 
was runping- on his fifth round when 
the race ended. 

Even with the mishaps that occurred 
to the American team it showed up 
well, and had three cars running,at the 
finish, as many as the Italian team 
had and two more than the German

be secured by means of electric — 
on, should the necessity arise, will be 


igher speeds and the safeguards 
which must go with them. An in- 
teresting suggestion in this direction 
was mage in a recent discussion of 
the advantages of electric traction by 
Mr. G. F. Jenkins before fhe British 
Association. Mr. Jenkins believes that 
if high speed be introduced, every sta- 
tion on the road will demand express 
service, and he suggests that the dif- 
ficulty of giving it might be overcome 
by introducing what he calls slip cars 
that is to say, each train has at- 
tached to it a number of cars which 
may be detached as it proceeds at full 
speed. Passengers for a certain sta- 
tion or group of stations will be gath- 
ered together in the last car. and as 
this approaches their destinations the 
car will be separated from the train 
and follow it under its own power. To 
give a corresponding service in the 
opposite fsense it would be necessary 
for the cars to start from the stations 
as the train approaches and to attach 
themselves to it while running at full 
speed. The plan seems rather vision- 
ary at present, some such 
met of ‘operation may 
necessary.—[Electrical Review. 
Cheaper Hydrogen Gas. 
A report has recently been received 
from Paris on a new process for gro- 
ducing’ hydrogen. As 

The. invention consists in a 
by which the reaction of metalite cal+ 
clum upon metallic salt produces the 
new form of hydrate of calcium, or, as 
it is commectially known, “hydrolithe.” 
This resembles in a ranée and 
qualities calcium carbide, with the dif- 
ference that whereas the carbide, with 
the addition of water, evolves acetylene 
gas, the hydrolithe upon contact with 
water evolves hydrogen gas. 

Its most ready and obvious use thus 
far is for inflating balloons for mili- 
tary and other purposes. It ie safe 
and easy to handle, can be used for 


generating gas wherever water can be, 
obtained, and for long flights can de ke 


carried as ballast instead of sand, and 
employed at will for refilling the bal- 
loon, which may thus be kept in flight 


almost indefinitely. As an illustration. 
the economy of weight that has heen 


accomplished by the substitution of 
hydrolithe for the purposes of military 
balloon service, it may be stated that 
an ordinary field balloon contains. 
when inflated, about 500 cubic meters 
of gas, the generation of which by the 
‘means hitherto employed requires the 
employment of materials and appratus 
which fill three wagons, each one of 
which weighs, when loaded, three and 
one-half tons, and requires in a cag 
paign to be drawn by six horses. All 
this cumbrous and costly equipment 
can now be replaced by a two-horse 
wagon carrying a ton of “hydrolithe,”’ 
which, with the addition of water that 
be obtained anywhere, supplits 
instantly and in controllable quantities 
whatever gas may be urea.

POSTOFFICES SWAMPED BY THE 


NOVEL CRAZE. .

Familiar as souvenir post cards 
come to be, it is safe to say that but 
few persons have any idea of the im- 
mense quantities of them which are 
sent through the mails in this coun- 
try.

A Case in Point in Halifax, Eng- 
land—Public Opinion Condemns the 
Strikers * Strike Will Probably 
Sweep Away the Year's Profits 
the “Tramway.” 


Strikes under the municipal owner- 
ship of public utilities, says the Bos- 
ton Transcript, would seem to be very 
unlikely to happen, the city being gen- 
erally an only too generous employer. 
But human nature is human nature, 
and such a strike has occurred in 
England. It is in the little town of 
Halifax, in the hilly country between 
Bradford and Liverpool. This strike 
seems to be a particularly flagrant 
case of unionism. The driver of one 
of the trolley cars was found by the 
verdict of authorities to have 
“failed to appreciate the different et, 
fect of the brakes of the car when 
the rails were greasy to when they 
were dry.“ and allowed his car to dash 
down a hill with such momentum that 
it left the rails and two passengers 
were killed and ten more wounded. 
A post was considerately offered the 
ériver in another branch of the muni- 
cipal service but he declined it, and 
the Amalgamated Association of 
Tramway and Vehicle Workers add- 
ing this man’s discharge to previous 
grievances entered upon the strike.

By a very 
large majority the Municipal Em- 
ployés’ Union was censured as organ- 
ized on the basis—not of any one 
trade—but of office-holding. 
recognized that a strike of municipal 
servants, though unlikely, would be 
exceptionally embarrassing to the pub- 
lic because such services are for the 
most part of prime public necessity. 
Though municipal workmen and 
sometimes a municipal employer 
have that infirmity of temper which 
entails such a public disaster, every 
such event must cause the maximum 
of public inconvenience. It was also 
brought into consideration that no 
class has so much to gain from the 
success of municipal en or 
more to lose by its interruption, than 
the working people themselves. But, 
as has been shown at Halifax, this 
does not prevent the strike appearing 
in municipal industries all the same. 
If municipal servants in unions 
should ever attempt this widespread 
“sympathetic strike” they might par- 
alyze the whole kingdom as com- 
pletely as Russia has once or twice 
been tied up during the revolution.

What the typhoon is to the oriental coast of Asia and 
the simoon to the Indian Ocean, the norther is to the 
southern coast of South America. Unlike the typhoon, 

the norther-is not a twister; it always attacks from 
the same direction, and does its work in a perfectly 
straightforward open-and-above-board manner by a 
steady blow of terrific force. To the ships in a well- 


protected harbor it would not be a serious menace; but, 


unfortunately, Valparaiso, in common with most of the 
other harbors of the Chilean coast, opens out to the 
north, thus playing directly into the hand, or, more 


while across the harbor the great white wall of the 
Andes, overtopped with the mighty Aconcagua nearly 
200 miles away and beyond the Argentine line, appear to 
have slipped suddenly and silently down to the bay, 
from the very beach of which they seem to rise. All

OLD Mexican Town HAVING AN 
AWAKENING aT Last.

HE first.city in the western hemisphere that felt 
the touch of European civilization was Vera Cruz; 
yet it is only today that she ig awakening to the 
necessity of undertaking municipal housecleaning prob- 
lems in a manner that will bring about decent sanitary 
conditions. The awakening has come about with such 
force, however, that the prosperous Mexican port is 
bustling with unwonted activity in the paving of streets, 
laying sewer mains, putting in new water systems and 
doing the hundred and one other things that go to make 
up the modern municipaflity. 

One hundred years before the Pilgrim Fathers ef- 
fected their landing at Plymouth Rock on the New 
England coast, Cortes had planted the Spanish flag over 
a trading port on the southern shore and in deference 
to the church traditions of his time christened the town 
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Vera Cruz, the City of the True Cross. It was a thriv- 
ing center of export and import nearly 150 years before 
New York was planted by the Dutch, but with all its ad- 
vantage of early founding it has failed to keep pace with 
its younger competitors in the matter of substantial 
It has been a by-word among travelers that Vera Cruz 
is the dirtiest city on the American coast. For untold 
years there has been no adequate sewerage, an inefficient 
water supply, poorly-kept streets, ‘barren of pavement 
other than cobblestones on occasional blocks, and side- 
walks that kept pedestrians guessing for the safety of 
their limbs. Situated as it is within the tropical belt, 
these conditions have accentuated the dangers of yellow 
fever and tropical diseases of ‘all. kinds, so that time 
and again the port has been ravaged by epidemics that 
have left the people dying on the streets by scores. 
Today the Vera Cruz authorities and those of the Mex- 
ican national government are aroused to the possibility 
of a new and renovated Vera Cruz, with cleanly streets, 
underground sewers, electric car service and better har- 
bor-front conditions. Hence it is that the old Vera Cruz, 
known and remembered by every traveler who has spent 
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a night or a day there, is fast taking on a new complex: 
ion and within another six months will assume its 
proper rank among the sanitary municipalities of the 


| tropics. 


No little part in this awakening has been played by 
the active example of the United States in Cuban cities, 
notably Havana, which by its proximity to Véra Cruz 
is an able demonstration of what can be done by simple 
methods toward eliminating the danger to life which 
has always attended residence in such places. 


No one who has been at Vera Cruz will forget the 
repulsive vultures, public scavengers, which subsist by 
the hundreds on the refuse in the garbage barrels and in 
the surface sewers. The writer has frequently taken his 
meals under the arcades that cover the sidewalks at the 
old Hotel Diligencias, opposite the Vera Cruz Cathedral, 
and while eating has thrown scraps from the table to the 
vultures which hovered in the street on the lookout for 
chance morsels of food. Add to the presence of the car- 
rion birds an open surface sewer within ten feet of your 
table, and it is easy to explain the unenviable reputation 
of Vera Cruz as “the dirtiest city up and down the Amer- 
ican coast.” 

Climatic conditions at the port are not as bad as (re- 
quently portrayed.. When a breeze blows from the Gulf, 
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lide is quite endurable even under the tropic sun. Nights 
are often excessively uncomfortable, however, and one 
seldom uses bedclothes. In the evenings the conglomerate 
population, made up of every nation under heaven, takes 
possession of the water front, seeking the cool of the 
lapping waters and the whiffs of fresh night breeze. 
Hundreds of the people are on the great docks each night 
under the light of the stars or moon, and the scene 
is so typical of the town that no one who loves a bit of 
local coloring misses these evening assemblages, 

From a vantage point on top of a docked boat or on 
a heap of merchandise, one may see the whole harbor. 
The great granite docks, reputed the best of their size 
in the New World, stretch to right and left in regular 
masonry. From half a mile to a mile to sea appears the 
line of breakwater sea wall, built along an old-time coral 
reef, and flashing lighthouse and buoy signals up and 
down the harbor. Directly in front of the harbor and 
figuring as the most prominent feature of the sea wall 
is the reeking convict prison of San Juan de Ulua, and if

the colonel himself as chief comedian. He was also 
among the prime movers in the local agitation for the 
division of the State. But his most notable achieve- 
2 perhaps, was the building of the old cobblestone 
jai 


Soon after its organization, the Council took steps for 
the construction of a city jail. The first move was the 
appointment of a committee, of which Squire Harasz‘hy. 
of course, was a member. Although there was a lower 
bid, the contract was let to Col. Haraszthy at $5000, Mr. 
Noell again protesting, in vain. It was to be built t 
cement. The work was begun and done in such a man- 
ner that, when the autumn rains fell on the unroofed 
walls, they were washed down and ruined. Haraszthy 
thereupon petitioned to be relieved of his contrast, but 
asked that as an alternative he be allowed to build the 
structure of cobblestones laid in cement, and have a 
further allowance of $2000. The Council promptly au- 
thorized the change, and voted the additional allowance, 
making the entire cost of the jail 37000. It was finally 
completed and turned over to the city, being accepted by 
a committee of which the contractor's father was a 
member. 

The very first prisoner ever confined within the walls 
of this jail coolly dug his way out, removing the mortar 
from around the cobbles with his pocket-knife! The 
building was never of the slightest service as a jail, the 
stones having been laid up with mortar, instead of :e- 
ment. 

When the second city election was held, early in 1851. 
a new Mayor and Common Council were chosen. ‘Squire 
Haraszthy’s term as justice had expired, so he. disappears 
entirely from the records; but the colonel had a year 
still to serve as Sheriff, and, having been reélected City 
Marshal, continued to occupy the center of the for 
tome months longer. The new Council immediately be- 
gan a struggle with the city’s finances. They pressed 
‘the collection of licenses and sales of pueblo lands, and 
adopted various other expedients to raise money to meet 
current expenses. There was a balance of $3495 due 
Haraszthy on the jail contract and the account was set- 
tled, in March, by the issuance to him of city scrip of 
the denomination of $100 each, bearing interest at the 
rate of 8 per cent. per month! By November, the strin- 
gency was so great that the Mayor asked, and was given, 
authority to borrow money to pay the State taxes. After 
some negotiation, he found an individual who had the 
$286.37 needed, and was ready to lend; it was Col. Har- 
aszthy, and interest was 8 per cent. per month. 

There was afterward some trouble over this scrip. 
A later Couneil took the position that its issuance at 
such a high rate of interest was illegal, and refuséd to a 
pay. In 1853 a suit was brought to compel payment, * 
and the town trustees resigned in a body in order to de- 1 
feat it. Some of this scrip was exchanged for pueblo 
lands, but the greater part was never redeemed. A piece 
of it comes to light now and then, and is regarded as a 
curiosity. 

Col. Haraszthy resigned the office of City Marshal in 
December, 1851, and his term as Sheriff expired a few 
days after. He had become personally unpopular, for 
obvious reasons, and also because of the somewhat 
ridiculous figure he cut in the Garra campaign. Remov- 
ing to San Francisco, he became a leading pioneer viti- 
culturist, a State Commissioner of Viticulture, published 
a book upon that subject, and was later made superin- 
tendent of the branch mint at San Francisco. It is no 
reflection upon the family to say that, at the time of 
their residence in San Diego, their equipment was not 
such as best fitted them to grapple with the conditions 
of pioneer life. 7 

The second session of the State Legislature repealed 
the city charter of San Diego, and vested its govern- 
ment in a board of three trustees. Mr. Noell became the ; 
president of the first of the new boards, in March, 1852. 18 
He lived to realize a fortune from the city’s prosperity 5 
of later years; and spent his last days there in peace, en- 
joying the respect and confidence of his neighbors. On 
his monument, his friends carved the words: “An hon- 
est man is the noblest work of God.” The other mem- 
bers of the first Common Council drop into oblivion, and 
the historian cannot say what became of them. But the 
jail still stands, a picturesque ruin, in a corner of the 
truck patch of the old Indian, Rafael Mamudes—a mon- 
ument to San Diego’s first reign of graft. —

The Bones of Da Vinci.

TY HE centuries-old quest for the body of the giant of 
the Renaissance, Leonardo da Vinci, is to start 
again.

Da Vinci was born near Florence, and it was in that 
center of art that he made his early fame. 

Next he went to Milan, and here executed the most 
wonderful works of his career. 

The “Last Supper” was painted when he was 45 years 
old. It is now little more. than a shadow of its former 


glory, dor unfortunately it is limned on the damp walls 


of a refectory of the Dominican convent of Santa Maria 
‘della Gracia. Dampness slowly but surely ate out the 
brilliancy of the coloring, and floods penetrated the 
chambers and helped to further damage the masterpiece, 
and what the elements could not finish was left to the 
hand of the vandal. i | 
When under Napoleon, the French soldiers invaded the 
city, they used the room on whose wall the immortal 
painting was, as a stable, and though the Emperor him- 
self gave personal orders that it was not to be mutilated 
in any way, there are still scars of that sacrilege. 
Leohardo himself aided in the gradual obliteration of 
his greatest work. He painted it in new and brilliant 
colors, which he bimseif had invented. The effect was 
wonderful at first, but the dampness ate out the color, 
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to be buried in all the state and luxury he had so ad- 
mired during his life, a long part of which had been 
spent either at court or in contemplation of great pag- 
eants, Leonardo specified that his remains be interred in 
the Church of Florentinus, at Amboise. . 


He died on May 2. and the body was placed in the 
church, according to his directions. | 


This much is assured, but after that comes a prob- 
lem. During three centuries worshipers at the cult 
which Da Vinci founded, desired that the body be taken 
back to Florence, which had always lain closer to the 
| painter’s heart thas any other place in the world. 


| In 1863 the French government took cognizance of 
this sentiment, and ordered an excavation with a view 
to finding the body of Leonardo. : * 


The work was entrusted to Arsene Houssaye, who eu- 
riously enough is the father of the present head of the 
movement to restore Da Vinci’s remains to his native 
soil. 

Unfortunately, in the centuries that had elapsed since 
the burial of the painter, the town of Amboise had been 
the storm center of army battles, whose fury did not 
even spare the sacred edifices of worship. It had been 
always believed that the body of Da Vinci would not 
have been interred in any but a handsome tomb, for the 
King of France was his enthusiastic worshiper, and 
could hardly have let the bones of the greatest figure in 
the world of art at that time rest in ordinary grave. 

But the best records show that by 1789 all the more 
important tombs at Amboise had been destroyed, and 
finally in 1806 the church was completely demolished. 
The last fombstones were sold, and the coffins in which 
were lying the bones of the dead were melted down for 
the sake of the lead, of which they were made. 


Before the church was finally demolished, tradition 
‘says that search was made for the body of Da Vinci, 
which some authorities believe had been buried in the 
‘elaborate structure of the choir. ä 

M. Houssaye, father of the present investigator, drew 
heavily on his imagination, traced a number of the cof- 
fins to other cemeteries, opened one, made measure- 
ments, and finally announced that the body of Da Vinci 
had been discovered. 

The alleged discovery was never accepted by the world 
of art, and the discussion over what became of the re- 
mains of Leonardo has continued to this day with un- 
abated intensity. ; 

Now the son of M. Houssaye has taken up the matter, 
and, backed by the French and Italian committees, and 
profiting by further elaborate and important researches, 
will make a fresh effort. 0 
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and now the masterpiece is but a gray, scarred shadow 
of its once matchless glory. 


To complete the ruin, the monks themselves cut 
through the wall a door in order to give easy access to 
the kitchen. This took away a large part of the lower 
body of the main figure. . } 

The damage to the “Last Supper” is especially unfor- 
tunate, for there are not a dozen Da Vinci canvasses sur- 
viving whose authenticity is not to be doubted. As 
the great master of the Renaissance, everything he did 
was copied and recopied, dozens of times by his many 
pupils, and the searching art criticism of today had dis- 
carded as copies many paintings that our forefathers as- 
eribed to Leonardo. 


“Mona Lisa,” sometimes known as “La Gioconda,” 


an inscrutable smile, and whose eyes seem to follow the 
onlooker, is another notable example of Leonardo’s art, 
perhaps the next best esteemed. 

There is also, the inevitable Madonna, in fact several 
of them, and all profound inspirations, 0 fa: 


nius of the wonderful painter, a talent that was recog- 
nized when Da Vinci, in 1502, was appointed architect 
and chief engineer to Cesare Borgia, captain-general of 
the Pope's army.

Of course I visited the island of Patmos because it 
was there St. John received and wrote his unique and 
unequalled Revelation, but aside from the sacred his- 
torical associations, that quaint and curious-shapen bit 
of land eleven miles long by 300 feet wide at the narrow- 
est point, contains sufficient to attract thither any per- 
sons caring to visit Palestine. There are 2000 people all 
told dwelling amidst the pumice stone and on the rich 
soil of Patmos. They are variously employed, and 80 
religious, including the potter, peasant, postman and 
policeman, that these 2000 people worship God in 200 
church buildings painted white. There are four monas- 
teries, two schools and the College of the Apocalypse, 
the building of which latter stands the cave 
where St. John is believed to have written the last Book 
of the Bible.

Nabonidus of Babylon 
was not the first nor will Hilprecht of Philadelphia be 
the last, to ransack the storehouses of the past for the 
profit of later generations. |

Think how hard it must have 
been for this bird to get his living with these, his main 
tools of support, so badly crippled! It is useless to even 
surmise how this accident befell him; perhaps it was a 
shot from some thoughtless hunter's gun; perhaps—but 
who shall say what ill-fate overtook him? This 
thrasher only lived a (ew hours, closing his eyes and be- 
coming quiet while I still held him in hand.

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THE HOUSE GARDEN. 


Ir SHOULD BE RESTFUL 
HoMELIKE. 


: By Ernest Braunton. 


GARDEN should be built for pleasure and com- 
dort, not merely a place in which to grow flowers. 
The latter task should be left for purely comm 
cial establishments. It is not even necessary for the 
Plant or flower fancier to devote his whole available 
Every garden should possess 
features of interest not bujlt for ornamentation. A gar- 
den should be homelike, in fact it is, or should be, 
place in which to live out of doors. 3 
Even the votaries of the extreme naturalistic school 


of landscape gardening (to which the writer belongs) 


must admit that a garden should be comfortable. In or- 
der to make it so, we must at least be provided with a 
place where one may rest if tired; also get shelter from 
the sun; and to get the greatest pleasure from the home 
garden we should also have shelter from wind and rain, 
especially if the garden be one of considerable extent, 
The introduction of these desirable garden accessories 


does not necessarily entail the spoliation of the garden 


from a naturalistic stanfpoint for the greatest skill of 
the builder is shown in the proper masking of these 

One may have seats, shelters, summer-houses, or pa- 


strong electric lights during the night.

Under unfavorable conditions of temperature and sun- 
light, acetylene can be used to considerable advantage in 
stimulating plant growth. It must not be regarded as 
a magic agent, with which miraculous plant growth 
may be wrought, but as a supplement or codéperative 
force to aid the gardener under unfavorable conditions,

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PERSONAL RECOLLECTIONS OF THE 


CHAMPION OF MEXICAN LIBERTY. 
| By a Special Contributor. 
URING the progress of the Civil War I witnessed 
[== participated in many of the thrilling events in- 
cident to that tremendous struggle, but no epi- 
sode of those heroic days has been so vividly impressed 
upon my memory as that which led to my acquaintance 
with President Juarez and his fortunes when he occu- 
pied El Paso (now Ciudad Juarez) as the capital of the 
Mexican republic. 18 | 

The story of that period of ten months in 1865 and 
1866 has never been given to the world. For reasons. 
which will appear in this narrative I am able to con- 
tribute a new chapter of history touching Juarez’s pic- 
turesque career and the struggles of the republic in con- 
testing the invasion of the empire under Maximilian. 

Benito Juarez, the little Zapotec Indian, born in a 

secluded mountain hamlet in Oajaca of a tribe never 
subjugated by either Spaniards or revolutionists, was 

~ undoubtedly one of the most remarkable men produced 
in the nineteenth century. 

Secretary Seward, who visited him in Mexico on his 
journeys around the world, in a speech at Puebla said: 
“Juarez is the greatest man I ever met in my life.” 
This expression was taken down in shorthand by 
Thomas H. Nelson, then Minister to Mexico, who was 
present on the occasion. After the meeting Nelson said 
to Seward: “Governor, will you be willing to stand by 
what you said in your speech about Juarez being the 
greatest man you ever knew?” Seward answered: 

What I said was after mature consideration, and I am 
willing to stand by my opinion.” g 

The magnitude of the achievements of Juarez can only 
be estimated by considering his environment. When 
he appeared, Mexico was tempest-tossed upon a sea of 
revolutions. Political and military chieftains contended 
for supremacy; the fairest portions of the republic were 
ravaged by the banditti. Later, the life of the republic 
was menaced by Maximilian’s attempt to establish an em- 
pire with the aid of 80,000 foreign soldiers. Juarez 
overcame the most formidable obstacles of internal re- 
bellion and foreign invasion, and at the same time 
showed a genius for true statesmanship in instituting 
far-reaching, radical reforms and in establishing in the 
national constitution the enduring principles of justice 
and liberty. 

In the most trying and perilous hours of the republic, 
August 15, 1865, Juarez and his little army, his cabinet 
and military staff came to El Paso and made it the seat 
of government until June 17, 1866. Maximilian had es- 
tablished his imperial authority over nearly all of Mex- 
ico, and shortly after Juarez’s arrival at El Paso pub- 
lished his famous decree—the “Bando Negro’’—declar- 
ing all liberals found with punishable by death. It 
was also asserted in orders Juarez was ‘a fugitive 
from his country. 

El Paso was indeed the “last ditch” of the republic. 
On the opposite shore of the Rio Grande was the State 
of Texas, within a stone’s throw. A few miles west was 
the boundary line of Arizona and a little north that 
of New Mexico. 

In 1865, old El Paso lay in trance-like repose, a strag- 
gling village of low Moorish houses built of adobe and 

get in a beautiful valley of vineyards and gardens 
through which the ancient acequia sent its rippling 
waters. Secluded from the world of modern life by des- 
erts and mountains and free from the terrors of wars 
of rebellion or revolution, EI Paso might have been 
drawn as a picture of Spanish life from the pages of 
Don Quixote or Gil Blas. 

To me, fresh from the turmoil of war and shock of 
battle, the life at Paso seemed half slumber and 
half dream. The droning buzz of insects, the gentle 
rustling of foliage, the incomparable sunshine, the 
never-absent figure of the Mexican sunning himself in 
the plaza in the morning or lying in the shade of the 
trees at noon, the little goat herds scrambling over the 
naked hillsides of the town, an occasional vaquero or a 
muleteer sauntering along the quiet streets, the cathe- 
dral centuries old, looking down from its eminence over 
the “Pass of the North” through which Montezuma and 
the Aztecs are said to have. passed, as well as the Span- 
ish “Conquistadores” on their way to take possession 
of Arizona and New Mexico; all these gave a glimpse of 
the remote life of ancient history and old romance. 
At that time it required from thirty-five to forty days 

to get a letter through from the “States,” and from (our 
to five months to transport merchandise by mule trains 
from the nearest railroad. The Rio Grande, which here 
divides old El Paso from the new El Paso then deserved 
its original name, “El Rio Bravo del Norte,” or the 
Brave River of the North, for its waters were plentiful 
and rushed bravely on their way to the sea, and there 
were times when it could not be forded by the wagon 
trains which passed here from one country to the other, 
some of them going in their slow march over 2000 miles 
before reaching their destination. It is something to 
have seen the passing of the “caravan.” 

On the morning of August 15, 1865, quaint, slumber- 

. ous old El Paso was awakened from its centuries-old 
dream by the resonant voices of two Mexican couriers 
riding through the streets crying, “Juarez is coming! 
Juarez is coming!” 4 

Vague rumors had reached us that Juarez had arrived 
at Chihuahua, 225 miles to the south, but very few 
among the people had any idea he would make El Paso 
his destination. The cries of the couriers were suffi- 
ciently realistic to arouse the wonder and speculation of 
the inhabitants. Men and women came from their 
houses and gardens, throngs gathered in the streets and 
snloons, and soon every one was discussing the exciting 
news, Although I was under orders of the military de-

freedom of action to engage as a war correspondent of 
the Boston Journal, and with a nose for news went to 
the quarters of United States Consul Cuniffe, where I 
found the report verified by private dispatches to him 
and the alcalde. 2 


A few hours later Juarez and his little army entered 
the city. He was accompanied by his military staff and 
members of his cabinet. The soldiers numbered about 
500 men, this number being augmented later by the ar- 
rival of a force under Gov. Tarasas of Chihuahua. 
Juarez and his band received a genuine, patriotic wel- 
come from all the people, many of whom were Indians, 
like himself. 


The President took quarters on the east side of the 
plaza, which was overlooked by the ancient church, 
while the army was encamped on the west side with five 


mysterious means the Mexicans obtained ten pieces of 
fine American artillery, which were placed in other 
positions for the defense of the city. 

Shortly after the President’s arrival, the official organ 
of the republic was issued. It was called El Periodico 
Oficial,” and was issued every week from an office 
equipment brought in by the army. it contained all 
civil and military orders from the President and heads 
of departments, bulletins from the seat of war, and such 
diplomatic information as the government saw fit to 
give to the public. It also contained a brief report of 
the doings of the American Congress and liberal extracts 
favoring the Mexican republic and opposing the French 
invasion and reports of the operations of Sheridan’s 
army in Texas, selected from the American press. The 
Periodico Oficial was a small sheet of four pages, about 
12 by 16 inches in size. 

The little army, followers of the almost-exiled Presi- 
dent, was a motley, heterogeneous group of men, appar- 
ently ill-disciplined, but thoroughly loyal and devoted 
to the fortunes of their leader. Their uniforms were of 
the Zouave type consisting of baggy flaming red trou- 
sers, Mexican leggings adorned with buttons, richly 
embroidered, short jackets, leather belts, bright scarfs 
and Zouave caps. These were only worn by the best- 
dressed. In the. rank and file every stage of elegance 
and tatteredness was represented. 

When Juarez’s reached old El Paso much Inter-

Its inhabitants were mostly Mex- 
icans. It was the seat of the United States custom- 
house, having a jurisdiction of 600 miles along the Rio 
Grande and the boundary line between Arizona and So- 
nora. W. W. Mills, now United States Consul at Chi- 
huahua, was collector of customs. 

Fort Bliss, the American army post, was located about

On the north, in sight of the town, was Hart's Millis

I first met Juarez a dew days after his arrival, ha 
a casual introduction with numerous callers who went to 
pay their respects to the great chief. A few weeks later 
I was favored with a special interview which had been 
arranged in advance by Don Juan Zubiran, the Mexi- 
can collector of customs, a devoted friend of Juarez. 
Maj. S. R. Marston, United States paymaster, the high- 
est ranking officer’ stationed at Fort Bliss, was included 
in the invitation. Sefior Zubiran accompanied us as in- 
terpreter and friend. 

The house occupied by the President was one of the 
most pretentious of the one-story adobe structures of 
the town, and fronted the plaza. It was built in the 
form of a parallelogram with an inicrior placita into 
which the apartments opened. The placita was attract- 
ive with walks, foliage plants and flowers. When we

This was my first good opportunity to study Juarez, 
and I looked upon him with the curious eyes of a young 
American who had personally met Lincoln, Grant and 
many of that line of heroes and statesmen produced in 
the great. struggle for the Union. 

I saw before me a descendant of the Aztec race, of 
pure lineage, a short, solidly-built, thickly-set man, 
probably a little over five feet in height, with a face 
darkly bronzed, handsome dark eyes, high cheek bones, 
a strong, prominent nose, black-hair cit close. His ex- 
pression of countenance was winning and serene. His 
manner was that of a cultivated gentleman and scholar, 
easy and dignified. His conversation lacked the fluency 
and vehemence characteristic of the Spanish. His voice 
was low and pleasant, and he frequently 
weighing the import of his words. 

His dress was that of a “citizen” President, and from 
an American point of view faultless. He wore coat and 
trousers of black broadcloth, a white vest, standing col- 
lar, black necktie, kid gloves and highly-polished boots. 
His hair was cut short and his face was smoothly shaven. 
His dress fitted his sturdy, compact figure to a nicety, 
and was worn with the grace of a finished cosmopoli- 
tan. 

After a few minutes’ conversation, the President rang 
a little bell, summoning a servant, who was ordered to

NATURAL CAVES AS SEWERS. 
ONE RUNNING UNDER KNOXVILLE Is Mon THAN 
Mn LONG. 


(Tenn.) Correspondence Chicago Chron- 
cle:] How much weight, figured in heavy brick build- 
ings, will the roof of a cave which spreads itself under 
the central part of a rapidly-growing city stand? This 
question is one sometimes discussed by citizens of Knox- 
ville who are damiliar with its underground topography. 

For Knoxville is a city built over a succession of 
caves, one of which affords a passage running directly 
under the city, north and south, through its center and 
under some of the tallest buildings of the principal busi- 
ness street, Gay street, beginning at Chilhowee Park to 
the northeast and ending at another opening north of 
the Tennessee River near Cherokee Bluff, a distance of 
more than six miles. There are at least two well-known 
openings of the cave in the: basements of buildings on 
Gay street. One of these is nsed for sewerage purposes, 
while the other is barred with an iron door to prevent 
possible robbers who could enter the building through 
the basement after making their way through the cave. 

Older citizens of Knoxville once knew all about this 
cave and its labyrinthine passages leading from the main 
passage in every direction, carrying one underneath the 
foundations of some of the taller buildings. The rapid 
growth of the city in recent years and the bustle and 
hurry of business have caused many to cease to think of 
these taves and the danger they may threaten at any 
time. Owners of property naturally do not want to dis- 
cuss the cave question. 


Buildings five, six and seven stories high have been 


icle: J 


erected on this shallow roof or foundation, and new 


buildings are going up in every part of the -growing 
city, yet no one seems to think that the relatively thin 
crust of earth and rock may one day give way under its 
heavy burdens. The fact 4hat such a thing never has hap- 
pened inspires the confidence that it never will, and it 
is therefore a subject that timid people do not care to 
discuss. 

Bvery now and then are warnings when the earth 
sinks for a considerable distance along some of the prin- 
cinal streets. This has happened half a dozen times in 
the last three years in as many different sections of the 
city. Once or twice the earth has caved in for a depth 
of twelve or fifteen feet, usually near a sewer pipe. 
Workmen open the place and the cavern is then filled in 
with concrete and rock, and no more is thought of it 
except by the people who wonder where the earth has 
gone and how it got away. For a distance of fifty wet 
or more Main avenue, directly in front of the Courthouse, 
sank two feet a year ago. 

A few weeks later a big hole on Asylum avenue. 
Several times along Gay street and Clinch avenue cave- 
ins of considerable size have been repaired at consider- 
able cost to the.city. Years ago an opening of consider- 
able magnitude formed in the Courthouse yard. Othef® 
have formed in other sections of the city. a" 

Years ago the boys of the town frequently explored... 
the several caves about the city. Then the entrances 
were not closed. Now only two entrances are open to 
the public and few people know of their location or ex- 
istence. Under the White House, now used as a hotel, 
at the corn@r of Gay street and Cumberland avenue, is 
the long-disused entrance of the main cave. This hotel 
was built before the Civil War, and at one time was the 
leading hotel in Knoxville. | 

Several Presidents of the United States and distin- 
guished men, among them Andrew Johnson, have occu- 
pied the stateroom of this hotel. Few of them knew 
that underneath the basement is a big hole, the entrance 
to a cave whose passages run underneath the entire city 
of Knoxville. This hole has always been used as a 
sewer. Two blocks farther north on Gay street, in the 
basement of the store occupied by D. Rosenthal, drug- 
gist, is another entrance to the cave. . 

The owners of the property, knowing e extent off 
this cave and being cognizant of the fact that it extends 
under the city and has an opening at Chilhowee Park 
and another south of the city, had an iron door con- 
structed to fit over the entrance. This door is kept 
locked at all times to prevent robbers from entering the 
store, which is on the busiest corner of the city and 


| within a block of the postoffice building. 


Four years ago a party of young men, headed by Hor- 
ace Forbes, son of a newspaper man, decided to explore 
the cave, the entrance to which is four miles northeast 
They had heard stories 
that the cave went under the city and that if they kept 
along the main passage they would come out south. of 
the city after passing under the Tennessee River. 
Armed with provisions, matches, flint and punk, hatch- 
ets, planks and a rough map of the cave furnished by 
an old citizen, the party entered the cave early one morn- 
ing. They traveled all of one day, frequently losing 
their way from the main passage. 

Finally toward sundown they saw daylight ahead of

kee Bluff and gave a great shout when they realized that

T is not unusual to hear people, who suppose they

and form, and for its possible output at each breeding; 
that one may get a start with a mongrel stock for the

posed facts could see themselves as others see them, 
and mislead fewer people. That anybody may live and 
like the mongrel things, freaks of form and color, must 
be a self-contributed evidence of something humanely 
mongrel in himself. Probably we like our kind. If 
we are justified in estimating ourselves according to 
what we like, a fancier is a pure-bred; who says he is 
not? Who does not pity the mulatto or the Chinese- 
American child? Who doesn’t like pure butter and pure 
milk? Who likes anything impure? What must be 
said of the few who seem to like the impure? 

Apart from the esthetic, it is often expensive to have 
things given you, expensive in dollars. As a rule people 


it. and are not troubled by seeing swelled heads and 
closed eyes, and do not mind a few chicken lice, with 
their affectionate ways, encircling the collar line. We 
have seen clean nice mongrel flocks owned by careful 
people, but they are rare. If one neighbor gives you a 
hen, at the base of whose feathers several millions of 
mites are hatching; another a hen she has just cured 
of roup, another a superb hen in every way, another one 
with a canker in the throat, another one who lays big 
eges every one of which will be infertile: another one 
who is six years old; another one who will eat her eggs 


hens. If nobody gives you a sire, you can get to the 
butcher shop and buy the best-looking cock there to be 
butchered for very little money. Many a novice starts 
this way with poultry, and thinks he knows prudence 
when seeing it. The hen with mites divides her load 
with the other seven, and the family and the neighbors. 
The hen cured with roup will take cold and die with 
the first heavy rain, the superb hen will spend so much 
time dusting off lice she can't keep in business, the 
eanker throat will run into the drinking water and con- 
taminate every susceptible fowl, and the abundance of 
mites will reduce every fowl to susceptibility, and the 
other two will soon constitute the gift with the dépen- 
dency sire. He will have fed the eight and housed them 
long enough to eat up the egg profit, and wish he 

never started in poultry farming. 


What It Means to Be a Fancier. 


No individual full understands what it means to be a 
fancier. No dancier is conscious of being one. A die- 
tionary quotes: “One who fancies or has a special taste 


ful tasie; as a bird fancier; a tulip fancier.” Would-be | 
fanciers, having observed the real article, hope to imi- | 
tate the delightful relations observed, and have vari- 
formulated definitions of the being according to the 
niceness of their perceptions. Mr. Eaton, the eminent 
and experienced English fancier of pigeons in the fifties, 
says: “Fanciers do not and will not admire a medium 
standard—but admire extremes.” That “the fancy ebbs 


to breed toy birds.” How much the hybrids are being 
bred today! Darwin says in the eighties that this prin- 
ciple of admiring extremes has always “guided ¢anciers, 
and has led to such great modifications in all the do- 
mestie races, which are valued solely for their beauty or 
curiosity.” ‘ 


The world is moving us onward unless utility prod- 
ucts will reduce the value of the beautiful, and each 
does enhance the other, eh? Fanciers of today still ad- 
mire extremes both in the beautiful and curious, but 
sacrificing not the beautiful are reaching out to the 
extreme of utility. The utility fancier of today must 
bea new product of this utility age, made of lofty stuff. 
and fit to fellowship a Darwin. Beeuty for its own sake 
is indeed lofty, and the curious for variety spice cred- 
table, valuable, but the family of fanciers must hustle 
if they do not wish to be extinguished from the future 
dictionary by the new fancy product brother. It 18 
splendid to consider him. He has almost ludicrous am- 
bition hidden away—wants as a starter to produce hens 
that will lay two eggs a day, the year around, never sit, 
and moult in two weeks into a most beauti¢ul array of 
feathers that shall not brass or fade in any sun- 
One’s am- 
bitions are creditable in any line, if he writes much and 
talks little. There is no telling what the utility fancter 
will not do with line breeding—breeding fowls of one 
variety but off different parentage. He starts with a 
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trio, hatches all the eggs possible the first year. The 
second year he makes up two more breeding pens, one 
made up of the two hens of the start and the best cock- 
erel raised during the year according to the standard 
of perfection, to which all breeders agree to breed, and 
the other made up of the original cock and the best 
pullets raised during the year. A celebrated line breeder 
gave me a little table of his procedures, which is singu- 
larly concise, and I beg leave to present it as given me: 


First year: Pen 1. Trio for starting. Pen 1 Hens

any incestuous breeding. Incestuous breeding has 
brought out marvelous specimens for the showroom, but 
they have been found to be not as dependable as birds 
from parents ¢arther separated in relation. The most 
expert breeders breed to shape first, and then to color, 
and, knowing what each bird is bred to can sell the 
bird for the purpose to which he has been bred. New 
strains can start with these standard line-bred birds, 
hens from one breeder and cack from another, and the 
wonder of poultrydom grow from the fine start. If it 
costs money to buy such birds, is it wonder? One little 
thinks when he sees a handsome sire at a big show how 
much ancestry may be accorded to him, or how much 
wit and energy has been spent upon his appearance. It 
is possible to study these scientific breeders and their 
birds and cease to wonder that one hen is worth $500. 
The crow of a cock bird no longer means merely a 
farm barnyard, a happen-so out in the blackberry row, 
a dependence of the farmer’s wife you can buy for a 
song and a dinner. It may mean as much, and reflec- 


tions upon the old days are dear to us, but it may also 


mean years in a line of lofty Darwin thinking and doing, 
with only a year’s evidence of what science and energy 
are doing for the greatest industry of civilization. 
Surgical Operations on Poultry. ; 

Mrs. N. Frank Morse of Fullerton sends to this de- 
partment the following correspondence detailing her 
experiences with crop-bound birds: 

“Referring to the item on crop operations, in The 
Times Magazine of the 16th inst., will say I have per- 
forthed this operation successfully several times, with- 
out assistance. One fine White Leghorn cockerel was 
treated as follows: I first noticed him standing weakly 
as M asleep, with head slightly thrown back. He had 
not stuffed his crop full of food as is usually the case, 
but there seemed to be only a small hard substance the 
size of a walnut in it. I threaded a short zephyr needle 
with about a yard of white knitting silk (sinew thread 
used by physicians is better) and placed needle, thread, 
a pair of tweezers and a sharp knife in a pan of warm 
disinfected water. I used zymocide, but a few drops of 
carbolic acid or any disinfectant may be used. 

J bandaged the fowl with a wide bandage right over 
wings and feet, and placed him comfortably on my lap. 
Then I plucked a few feathers where I intended cutting, 
pinched the skin (to numb it), made a quick inch-and-a- 
half incision, then a half-inch incision in the crop over 
the hard substance. This latter incision will stretch, 
but that in the skin will not. Placing a cloth about 
the last opening, to keep the food from getting 
between the skin and crop, I broke up and drew out the 
bits of food with the tweezers. Then I sponged out the 
crop with a bit of cloth wet with the disinfected water, 
using the tweezers. 

“With this same instrument I placed some bread and 
cream in the crop, took three stitches, tying each stitch 
securely and cutting the thread. Then I took six 
stitches in the outside skin, powdered them with talcum 
powder, unbandaged him, and put him in the incuba- 
tor-room, where he could pick up no hard substances, 
and fed him on bran and milk, and bread and milk, with 
milk or water to drink, for one week. In two hours 
after the operation he was ready for more food, and as 
lively as any fowl on the ranch. It really pays to oper- 
ate on turkeys having ruptured crop, commonly called 
‘down crop.“ 75

The Little Rock people are now harvesting their apple 
crop. It is fine and abundant. About 100 acres of pears 
and apples will be added to the acreage in that colony 


this winter. The Bartlett pear planting will be about 
sixty acres.

Popularity of Our Oranges. 3 


N Eastern fruit trade paper is imbued with the idea 

that California oranges are more popular than those of 
Florida and Porto Rica because of the more business-like 
distribution of the California fruit. Did it ever occur to 
California growers to ask why the Florida fruit is sold 
principally in the heavy fruit-consuming cities? It is 
not because the quality is at fault, for it has champions 
wherever oranges are used. In fact a rapidly decreas- 
ing minority, yet an immense number of people, hold to 
the superiority of the Florida fruit. The trouble is in- 
herent in the fruit itself. Notwithstanding its fine fla- 
vor, it decays so rapidly that the interior trade cannot 
afford to handle the fruit when the California brand is 
in the market. Ordinarily the navel orange can be han- 
died by the huckster and small grocer without loss from 
decay. This is a large element in its popularity, to 
which may be added better and more attractive packing, 
better machinery for distribution and the superiority of 
flavor over all other varieties. These are altogether the 
secret of the winning of the Eastern markets. 


Fruit Experts Here. 2 | 
Af. : antipodal visitor is in Southern ifornia, 


Mr. W. J. Allen of Sydney, Australia. e is the 
fourth agricultural representative deputized by Australia 
and New Zealand within the last year to investigate the 
methods of fruit culture, marketing and insect control 

upon this coast. Mr. Allen speaks most enthusiastically 
of the reception given him by the farmers and their offi- 
cials in America. He finds no ultra-conservatism in 
this country. In A la many of the farmers are prac- 
tically immovable, pting even the plainest lines of im- 
provement with hesitancy or not at all. It is refreshing 
to find an official from an English colony in cordial ap- 
proval of what he sees among our fruit growers, and one 
who expresses such admiration for the farmers who do 
not depend upon precedent for guidance in all things. 
These men from the antipodes are as free to give infor- 
mation about their agricultural affairs as they are to ask 
questions about ours, and their coming is of benefit to 
our people. 
Resistant Walnut Tree. 


E of the experts at the Whittier Pathological Sta- 
tion has written a letter regarding the walnut tree at 
Whittier supposed to be immune from blight. I have 
referred to this case before, but with the accompanying 
statement that, while the evMence of the immunity of 
the tree is conclusivggo far, it\has not been demonstrated 
‘that the progeny of the plant will retain the apparent 
characteristics of their parent. Plant physiologists know 
that some varieties of trees are more resistant to fun- 
gold and bacterial attack than others, and we may hope 
; that this walnut will prove one of that class whose fber 
; or habits of growth cause it to withstand disease. The 
stock grown from this tree should make a showing in 
two or three years. Their resistant qualities could be 
proven, possibly, by subjecting the yearlings to contact 
. with the blight. I hope some of the plants from the par- 
2 ent tree may be planted in locations most given to the 
blight.

Of these problems the humus question may be the chief. 
We have no capillary icicles here to fallow the ground, 
and we have “enjeyed” clean orchard culture so long 
that about the only humus the soil receives in many 
cases is that from the strangled roots of the orchard 
trees—rather an expensive process of the introduction 
of this indispensable element. And humus is needed 
in California’s new-made lands more than in the weedy, 
clovery soils of the more ancient formations of the 
East. We are nearer the original rock, and in conse- 
quence our soil fertility, whether of slaw or sand, is 
more tightly locked up than the same in the longer- 
weathered particles of the older ages. The necessity 
of more activity in our soil-assimilating agents is ap- 
parent. Humus is one of the chief of these, or at least 
the chief sanitary agent that makes these activities pos- 
sible. How best to achieve it is the question. 

Humus is the most durable form of organic matter 
ever embalmed, with the exception of coal. If the 
farmer could realize that the burial of dry straw or the 
plowing under of peas in his orchard is not for this year 
alone, but for the years of his son's old age, he would 
view it as a perpetual endowment of the land, a work- 
ing agent for this and the next generation, and govern 
its importance accordingly.: It is the soil’s outfall 
sewer, and may last longer than that of a city. It is 
harmless to the plant, no matter how much may be 
introduced and leave enough of the natural soil struc- 
ture to furnish plant food. Humus hastens the pene- 
tration of water and air and gives them a greater erod- 
ing surface upon the particles of the late granite boul- 
der. Soil well-supplied with humus is a fertile soil, for 
this form of organic matter not only facilitates the work 
of the soil-assimilating bacteria, but it drains off or oxi- 
dizes the poisonous elements that would otherwise 
make inert the most perfect of soils. Humus is the 
cooling veins of the land because they are the water 
carriers. And what do we need in our hot, dry soils 
more than cooling influences? It is everything to the 
land, for are we not told by the new soil chemists that 
all land is of equal fertility, and of equal productive- 
ness where equal chemical activity can be maintained. 
If it is a ventilator, scavenger, irrigator, refrigerator 
and what not, permanent of duration and always at 
work, will it not pay dor any outlay in securing it? 


Old Orange Groves. 


PON the solution of the problem of making the older 

orange trees productive depends not only the fair 
production of fruit, but the continuation in business of 
the first-planted groves. One large grower tells me he 
is considering the plan of taking out every other tree, 
making his trees then stand 40 by 20 feet. Can he re- 
store the feeding powers of hig tree roots without this 
drastic measure? He cannot afford to lose one-half his 
grove if there is any other means of keeping his soil 
active. This is becoming a burning issue with hundreds 
of fruit growers in the older districts, and yet no one 
can now answer fully the many questions that are now 
being asked upon this point. However, a few general 
principles may be stated that have a distinct bearing 
upon the subject.

REQUENTLY dry weather continues so long that it 

is impossible to preserve sufficient moisture by Vill- 
age or any sort of mulching. It then becomes necessary 
to water the garden. Where there is connection with 
city water works the supply is ample and easily reached. 
In other locations various forms of cisterns and reser- 
voirs are employed. When it is possible the reservoir 
should be a few feet above the level, so that any part of 
the garden can be reached with a hose or a V-shaped 
trough. The proper application of water appears to be 
very simple, but is in fact quite difficult. 

Tt is not unusual tor an inexperienced person to 
sprinkle the garden every day or two and think he is re- 
Heving the drought. The effect of such treatment is like- 
ly to be harmful, especially if the sprinkling is allowed to 
leave a crust about the plants. In watering, the earth 
should be thoroughly wet, so that the moisture will get 
to the lower and oufer roots of the plants. In order to 
check evaporation after sprinking, the surface should be 
broken as’ soon as dry enough to work. The watering 
should be repeated when it is evident, upon careful 
watching that more moisture is necessary. It must be 
remembered that the small, active roots, which take up 
moisture and plant food, are most numerous at the ex- 
tremities of the large roots and at a distance from the 
stem. The water must be given so as to reach these 
small roots. 

The best time for watering in California is generally 
in the morning, but Belair says: “In the spring, in the 
middie of the day, because the morning and evening are 
too cool; in the summer, at evening, because the days 
are so hot that a great part of the water given during the 
day would be evaporated immediately: in autumn, in the 
morning, because the nights are cold.“ 

Saunders says: “Water at any time when the plants 
need it, and water thoroughly. When I am told that 
_watering in the sunshine at noon will burn up my plants, 
I anewer that the plants will certainly burn up if I do 
not water them.”-—([California Cultivator.

| Cost of a Ton of Plant Food. 


T is self-evident that in the purchase of ¢ertilizers one 

of the first points to be aimed at is to secure the maxi- 
wum amount of crop food for the least money, says 
Farming. A fertilizer is valuable in proportion to the 
amount of plant food it contains and-not because it fills 
sO many bags or weighs a certain number of tons, and 
yet my experience among farmers leads me to fear that 
not a few in purchasing lose sight of this fact and buy 
fertilizers simply because they are offered at a low price 
per ton. It is not invariably the case, but usually the 
fertilizer which is offered at the lowest price per ton is, 
measured by plant food efficiency, the most expensive; 
and the high-grade fertilizers, those which are sold at 
the highest prices per ton, are usually much better 
worth the money that they cost than are the low-grade 
fertilizers. ‘ 


Potting Wild Ferns for Pin Money. 
AM no advocate of the ruthless desecration of woods 


and marshes by thoughtless people, who tear up the 


delicate ferns only to throw them aside before reaching 
home; but one may with a little care remove a dew of 
the small varieties of ferns without injuring the other 
plants near. > 

The small varieties, more suitable for potting, grow in 
abundance around the moss-grown trunks of fallen trees 
and in damp sheltered places. Before removing the 
ferns, fill the basket or box brought for this purpose, 
with leaf mold or soil similar to that which the ferns 
grow in. With a trowel gently lift each fern with as 
much of the earth as will come at once, being careful 
to dig several inches under the plant before lifting. In 
very dry places the ferns send a tap root down in search 


of moisture; if this root is injured it will cause the death | 


of the plant. For this reason it is best to transplant 
only very small ferns, and those found in damp places. 
The delicate maiden hair is perhaps the most popular 
fern for pot culture and is one which requires careful 
handling. Full grown plants of this variety shoyld not 
be disturbed, as it is only a waste of time, besides rob- 
bing the woods of one of its choicest treasures. The 
very smdll plants with one or two fronds may be suc-. 
cessfully potted, however. They may be transplanted in 
the tall as well as in the spring, if care is taken to only 
remove the smallest plants. Use four-inch pots filled 


with leaf mold with a few pieces of charcoal in the bot- . 


tom to prevent soil from souring. Press the soll firmly 
about the roots and sprinkle lightly with cold water.

Chrysanthemums. 


HERE is no plant that will endure such extremes of 

heat or cold, exposure or shade, as the ¢ehrysanthe- 
mum. There is none that responds so readily to good 
culture: a fair amount of root room, plant food, and light 
insuring a vigorous, free-flowering plant. A single plant, 
under fair conditions, will produce fully 100 trusses of 
fewers. For general purposes. the flowers may be 
thinned or otherwise according to the taste of the culti- 
vator. After the plants have finished flowering, the old 
stems die to the ground in most cases, and from beneath 
the surface produce a number of “sucker” shoots, each 
with a separate root system. To make large plants three 
or four of these suckers may be planted in a triangle 
about six or eight inches apart. or, if the soll is rich, one 
will suffice. When about a foot in height they should 
be cut bagk to within six Inches of the ground, when they 
will bro into side growths. which will dorm dwarf, 
sturdy plants. They should be supported, and the tops 
again removed when about eichteen inches high. after 
which they should be allowed to grow uninterruptedly. 
Unless the bloonis are to be thinned, no other treatment 
is needed, except the usual cultivation; watering and sup- 
porting that is practiced in any well-managed garden.— 
[California Cultivator.

Leading dietitians, of long ence, are, how- 
ever, generally agreed in regard to certain broad facts, 
that constitute the foundation of food reform, which re- 
form is merely a reversion to the original diet of man— 
in other words, returning to nature. Tomatoes cause 
cancer just as much as strawberries cause insanity. 

4. It is not necessary to eat coarse bread, or crackers, 
in order to sweep out the intestines. If you eat freely 
of sub-acid fruits and green vegetables, the bowels will, 
in time, perform their duties regularly, while if you eat 
largely of condensed, constipating food, no amount of 
bran bread will give you a regular motion of the bow- 
els. The thin outer covering of the grain is mainly com- 
posed of silica. This organic salt is found in fruits and 
vegetables, especially in strawberries, spinach, aspara- 
gus and lettuce, so that you don’t need to eat the irri- 
tating bran in to obtain it for the body. Also, 
most of the salts of the grain are found just 
underneath the bran, so that, as previously stated in 
these columns, the best flour to use is that known as 
“seconds” or “middlings.” 

5. As in the case of grain, most of the organic salts 

mim fruits and vegetables are found just underneath the 
skin—not in the skin. It would be foolish to attempt 
to eat the skin of a fruit like the peach, that may be 
readily peeled off, without taking off any of the fruit. In 
the case of apples and grapes it is best, unless you have 
the stomach of an ostrich, to reject the skins, after thor-

in addition to correct diet—scientific massage, osteo- 
pathy, vibration and a thorough rubbing with some good 
vegetable oil, after a hot bath, every other night.

Since then E. L. M.—whbd seems to be a sort of peram- 
bulating interrogation mark—has sent in another “whole 
raft” of questions. This furnishes an opportunity (or a 
few brief remarks on the subject of inquiries addressed 
to this department. Correspondents must not expect to 
have the entire question of diet covered, every few 
weeks, in this department. There are plenty of good 
books to be had on the subject. Correspondents should 
get them, and study them, and then follow the advice, 
as far as it appears good to them. It has taken the edi- 
tor nearly forty-five years to find out how little he knows 
in regard to the question of diet. Yet, it need not take 
any person of ordinary intelligence more than that num- 
ber of days, to acquire a fair general idea of the under- 
lying foundation of the science of diet, so that he may 
know what to eat, and what to avoid. 

The Redlands correspondent, above referred to, ap- 
pears to be one of those unfortunates who are always 
doubting and worrying about what they put into their 
stomachs, and how it will work, and listening to every 
different suggestion that they hear. Life is altogether 
too short to endeavor to undertake the task of satisfy- 
ing such persons. However, here are a few brief replies 
to E. L. M.’s further questions: 

It is not necessary to give the stomach something to 
do.” It is all wrong to be always giving the stomach 
“something to do.” Much better give your stomach an 
occasional rest. For a partial fast, fresh fruit is far 
better than grain foods. The food value of eggs is 
about the same as that of lean beef, pound for pound. 
Fruits owe their laxative properties to the organic salts 
they contain. Acid and sub-acid fruits may be eaten 
freely by all, provided they are ripe. This does not in- 
clude lemons, which should rather be used medicinally. 
Sweet and cold fruits may well be eaten together. It 
will do no particular harm to occasionally take a meal 
that is lacking in proteid, and make it up at the next. 
The “cracked wheat bread” referred to is good. It is, 
however, fermented. The osteopath who advised you to 
take the juice of a lemon, with a little soda, before 
breakfast, every morning, might have given you better 
advice. You can get unpolished rice of Otto Carqué, 556 
South Hope street. Hard, glutinous wheat you might 
be able to get at a flour mill, but not in small quantities, 
Or you mig be able to get it at a seed store. The edi- 
tor has bought it grom Johnson & Musser, on North Main 
street, near First, at the price of 5 cents a pound, in 
smal] quantities.

ounces of grain or dried fruit for each pound of fresh 
fruit that is discarded.

MILES OF SHELTERED SEA.

ECAUSE we wanted to see the shore and the cities 
of the sound, we took the comparatively small, in- 
quisitive steamer Rosalie. A goodly number of 
people saw us push off at Seattle late one evening in 
August. 

The first day out we touched at Port Townsend, a sea- 
coast town that for a moment rivalled Seattle. It is a 
melancholy community now, full of empty houses, three 
and four stories high. Then we steamed across the 
boundary line and touched at Victoria, on Vancouver 
Island, the capital of British Columbia. This, too, 


| seemed a quiet place after a day in Chicago and another 


in Seattle. The parliament buildings are very fine, and 
there are many pretty homes. Many wealthy Canadians 
live here and not a few of the steamship and mining 
companies that have come into existence since the dis- 
covery of gold in the Northwest have headquarters a 
Victoria. : 

The next stop was at Vancouver, the most important 
seacoast camp in Canada.

Seeing the sound full of 
ships, sailing to and from Alaska, he took down an old 
chart, dusted it off and wrote on the margin: This 
chart will be found to be not more than five miles out 
either way.” 

It was thoughtful of Uncle Sam to make that note. 
It gives.the skipper sand, but the humor of the thing 
oozes out only after you have sailed through the vari- 
ous “narrows” where “five rods out either way” would 
put you in tall timber. With one of the largest Atlan- 
tic liners turned crosswise in Wrangle Narrows you 
might step ashore from stem to stern. | 

In winter, when the snow drifts across the deck and 
the rain falls and freezes on the ropes and railing, these 
narrows with their hidden rocks are dangerous. But so 
far as I am able to learn there is not, save in the har- 
bor of Sitka, a single fog station, bell buoy, lamp or 
lighthouses in all these Alaskan waters set, owned or op- 
erated by the United States government. 

But the pleasure seeker, the man who is fond of 
travel, who likes to look upon God's world in the rough, 
will risk much for a sail on a sea like this—a thousand 
miles of almost landlocked sea—upon whose shores are 
set some of the grandest scenes to be found in all this 
wild, bewilderipg west. By day these scenes slip past 
our ship, pictures painted by the Infinite, scenes that no 
man can reproduce, pictures that appall when one at- 
tempts to describe them. , 

The great rifts in the rocks make wide roads, or in- 


lets, through which the surfiess sea slips far back into 


the hills. At first you fancy your ship is sailing past 
the mouths of scores of great rivers, but you soon see 
the difference because of the countless little craft that 
hover about the mouths of the real rivers. These boats 
are taking salmon. By day they look like flocks of 
gulls; by night it seems our ship is plowing through a 
plain plagued by lightning bugs. The scurrying salmon, 
showing their flashlight above the surface of the sea, 
add to the weird pictures that pass through the long 
Alaskan twilight. 

Every time we sleep we wake in wilder scenes. The 
crowning grandeur of the trip is the glaciers—great 
fields of ice that sweep down from the summit to the 
sea. High on the hills, where the ice is cut and chis- 
elled by the sun and rain, and where deep gorges are 
grooved out by rushing rivulets, there are ice crags and 
turrets, and splintered spires that gleam like jewels in 
the summer sun. An almost niatchless panorama of 
peerless pictures are ranged by nature along this wild 
shore, set far to the north, out of the way of the busy 
world, free from the dust of travel and out of reach 
of the relic hunter and despoiler. ä 

While you ride backward, with your glass glued to 
some grand glacier, you hear an enthusiastic passenger 
calling attention to a new wonder looming in the dis- 
tance. 

' While this happy shipload of people were enjoying 
these scenes, drinking in the grandeur of it all and feel- 


ing better for having communed for days with 
nature, came Jim Thompson, reading aloud from

: * CORN HARVEST CARNIVALS. 

No wonder the West is jubilant when harvest time 
comes, and after the golden grain has been stored away 
has a celebration over it. Originally, Kansas was the 
first State to have such a jubilation, but now “carnivals”. 
in which homage is paid to King Corn have become pop- 
ular among its neighbors as well. : 

Weeks before harvest time, preparations are made 
for the festivities. The prominent citizens of the town 
contribute to a fund for decoration, music, and usually _ 
the entertainment of townspeople and guests at a ban- 
quest. The services of some leading orator are secured, 
and the State Governor is invited to attend, with other 
notables. A special week is set apart at a time when 
the farmers have finished gathering the grain and have 
leisure to attend. Their presence is very desirable, as 
they take occasion to make their money in other ways, 
nearly all of which benefit the tradespeople, hotel-keep- 
ers and the town in general. The railroad companies 
are induced to offer special rates of transportation, and, 
with others, offer prizes for the best designs and decora- 
tions of buildings, and in other ways encourage the dis- 
play of emblems. A programme is arranged, consisting 
of processions, public meetings, concerts and other at- 
tractions which will interest the townspeople and visit- 
ors. 

Each resident vies with his neighbor in the decora- 
tions, and here is shown what can be done with the 
grain in honor of which the celebration is held. Some 
of the designs are truly wonderful. As single stalks can 
be procured which are often fifteen feet in height, an op- 
portunity is offered to construct pagodas, booths, and 
other ornamental buildings, with walls and roof of the 
plant.—[D. A. Willey, in The Home Magazine for Octo- 
ber.
